Canadian Wild Game 


Sight By Park Officials 

Regulations giving protection to 
game in Dominion parks, published in 
this week’s Canada Gazette, forbid 
hunting within the confines of a Do- 
minion park, or the possession of any 
game or trophies of the chase within 
such confines. Nests of wild birds 
must not be disturbed, and cats, ex- 
cept wnder exceptional circumstances, 
}are to be shot at sight by forest offi- 
‘cers. Where the superintendent 
deems necessary he may issue a li- 
cence for keeping a cat, and all dogs 
must be licensed. Dogs chasing or 
|molesting game may be shot at sight 
iby park officials. 

Persons residing in, “visiting, or 
travelling through the Dominion 
parks with firearms in their posses- 
sion must have those firearms seal- 
ed up on entry and the seal must 
not be broken except by a duly au- 
thorized officer, Rifles or guns may 
be confiscated, if unsealed, and the 
}person owning them be subject to 
further penalties. ~Parties travelling 
}through Dominion parks must regis- 
|ter their firearms, the route to be 
\travélled, etc., with park officers and 
stringent regulations are also pro- 
|vided to prevent the setting out of 
Hisolbort or gas for taking, injuring or 
destroying game at any time of the 
year, The maximum penalty set out 
is $500 or six months’ imprisonment.

Expedition for the Malay 
Archipelago 

In search of apes and a tribe of 
jungle dwarfs, Carveth Wells and 
Marshall Mclvor leave Canada short- 
ly for the jungles of the Malay Archi- 
pelago. 

Darwin tells us that we all come 
from apes, and it is a wonderful fact 
that there exists today in the Malay 
jungles a tribe of dwarfs called Sem- 
ang, who in many respects are not 
so far advanced as the orang-outang 
of Borneo that immense ape with 
long red hair, 

The missing Unk no ‘longer is mis- 
sing. The fossil remains of a crea- 
ture intermediate between the ape 
and man, known as the Piticanthro- 
pos Erectus, has actually been discov- 
ered in the jungles of Malay. 

Whereas intense cold and polar 
| bears constitute the chief danger in 
Arctic exploration, death in a thous- 
[ana different forms lurks in the eter- 
nal gloom of a tropical jungle. Tig- 
frs and tarantulas, scorpions and cen- 
tipedes, huge snakes like the 30-foot 
python, and the 12-foot Hamadryad 
or king cobra, the most dreaded rep- 
tile in the world, because it is the only 
One that attacks without provocation ; 
crocodiles, panthers rhinoceros and 
elephants are merely- examples of 
what awaits the intruder in a jungle. 

It is not generally known that in 
India alone over 20,000 people are 
killed by snakes annually, 800 by 
tigers, 400 by panthers, and more 
than 100,000 head of cattle carried off 
by tigers. 

But the most dreaded death in Ma- 
lay is from the tiny poisoned dart 
shot from the blow-pipe of the little 
dwarfs that these explorers intend to 
seek, 

Standing only 4 ft. 6 in. in height, 
these little jungle men move with 
remarkable agility through the dens- 
est jungle, being almost as much at 
home in the trees as on the ground 
where they sleep. 

Carveth Wells has already spent 
six years in the jungle, exploring for 
the British Government. Marshall 
Mclvor is the son of G. C. MclIvor, of 
Avonhurst, Sask., one of the oldest 
Canadian pioneers, 

The men intend to cross the Malay 
Peninsula at its widest part on foot, 
returning to Canada via India and 
Egypt, thus making a complete cir- 
tj cult of the world,

‘in the North Shows a 
Large Increase 

Constable Ekman, of the provincial 
police at Sturgeon Landing, north- 
west of Le Pas, has sent in his an- 
nual report on the condition of the 
game in his section of the country. 

He says game is very plentiful, 
with few exceptions, and that wolves 
are becoming a real danger even to 
human life, According to latest ob- 
servations the timber wolves are 
gathering into large packs and al- 
ready destroying game, 

There are very few rabbits, accord- 
ing to the constable’s report, but 
mice, he states, are plentiful and will 


furnish food for the  fur-bearing 
animals, 
Moose is abundant, and caribou 


from the barren lands are coming 
down in large herds. The common 
wood deer is very plentiful and jump- 
ing deer have been seen in large 
numbers around Sturgeon Lake. The 
elk are rare this year, only a very 
few of these animals having been 
seen by the Indians, 

Throughout the season the wild 
fowl, such as duck, geese, cormor- 
ants, etc., were seen in large num- 
bers. Swans, however, were seen 
only at once place in the north coun- 
try. 

Partridge have increased in num- 
bers, and this year, the officer says, 
there are more in the country than 
in any previous year. Another cur- 
ious fact of the north country is the 
great number of prairie chickens 
which have been geen this year, 
About six years ago these birds dis- 
appeared entirely from the Sturgeon 
Lake country. 

All fur-bearing animals are to be 
found in large numbers in the 
sloughs, creeks, rivers and lakes. 
Particularly is this so of the beaver 
and the muskrat. 

No discase among the game birds 
or animals has been found this year. 


Co-operative Creameries

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Water Power in 
Prairie Provinces 


Manitoba Leads With More Than 
Three Million Horse- 
Power 

An estimate of the extent of avail- 
able water-power in the three Prairie 
Provinces has been made by officers 
of the Department of the Interior, 
and the .result is 4,080,884 horse- 
power. Manitoba leads with more 
than three millions, and the other two 
provinces have a little less than half 
a million each, Of all this power 
only 114,815 horse-power are devel- 
oped, the largest being at Winnipeg. 

In the production of power the Nel- 
son River leads with almost two and 
a half million horse-power, 

Many of these undeveloped water- 
powers are far to the north, for in- 
stance, those of the Nelson River, of 
the Churchill, of the Slave and of the 
Athabaska, Promising mineral depos- 
its are known to exist in the North- 
land, and for their development pow- 
er will be required. The “white coal” 
of the waterfalls will produce the el- 
ectricity that mining ‘development 
will call for, 

Several large and never failing 
water-poWers are near existing cen- 
tres of population and are capable of 
supplying the needs of populations 
many times larger than those now on 
the spot. For instance, the Winnipeg 
River now producing 81,320 horse- 
power, can furnish power sufficient to 
meet the needs of the industries of a 
population of three millions. The only 
developed river in Alberta is the Bow, 
which at a point near Calgary furn- 
ishes 32,380 horse-power, If ail the 
power along this part of the Bow 
was developed it would supply the 
needs of three hundred thousand peo- 
ple. 


Flying In The West 


Airplane Company Is Preparing to 
Widen Its Activities 

An airplane company which has 
been operating in a section of Wes- 
tern Canada, and which has at its 
head one of the best known fliers in 
Canada, is, according to Capt. Mel 
Dover, preparing to extend its field 
of business to cover the whole of this 
part of the Dominion.

The stock on hand is not large, but 
as long as it lasts samples will be 
gladly sent to farmers in almost any 
district of Canada, as it is believed 
that this oat will be widely useful. 
The full name of tne variety is Lib- 
erty, Ottawa, 480, It is derived from 
across made in 1903 between the 
well-known variety Swedish Select 
and a hulless oat from China, The 
new variety is decidedly superior to 
the old Chinese sort. Threshing out 


free from hull, this type of oat fur- . 


nishes a concentrated product of ex- 
tremely high value which has only 
to be ground in order to make moat 
excellent feed, especially for young 
pigs and chickens. When carefully 
enough cleaned for use as human 
food, it makes meal of surprisingly 
fine quality, The Liberty oat has 
very good field characters, being ra- 
ther early in ripening and having 
reasonably stiff straw. The yield (a0 
far as kernel is concerned) is equal 
to about seven-eighths of that of Ban- 
ner oats, Farmers who are interest- 
ed in the raising of hogs and chickens 
are strongly advised to give this new 
oat a trial. It has already proven 
extremely satisfactory in some dis- 
tricts, 


Canada Compliments 
Admiral Tyrwhitt 


His Gallant Ship Will Live in the 
Annals of the British Navy 

Canadians have a vivid and admir- 
ing recollection of the dashing ex- 
ploits of Commander (now Admiral) 
Tyrwhitt during the war. Tyrwhitt 
was in the thick of several engage-’ 
ments as the commander of destroy- 
er flotillas. His flagship, which earn- 
ed the name of the “Saucy Arcthusa,” 
was the focus of German gunfire in 
the battle near Heligoland in August, 
1914, and continued to fight with the 
only gun not disabled until the enemy 
fled. In 1915 the Arethusa torpedoed 
and sank the German armored cruiser 


Blucher, which had raided the. Ege inet 


lish coast. 

Tyrwhitt’s gallant ship was mined 
and destroyed on February 14, 1916, 
with the loss of eleven men, But she 
will live in the annals of the British 
navy, and Canada also has com- 
memorated her and her brilliant 
commander by conferring their 
names on two 9,000-foot peaks~ on 
either side of a pass in the Rocky 
Mountains in about latitude 50 de- 
grees 36 minutes. Acknowledging 
the tribute, Admiral Tyrwhitt . wrote 
to the secretary of the Georgraphic 
Board of Canada, saying: “It is an 
honor I never ~expected, and shall

Wireless Telephony 


{Can Now Be Practised from an Air- 
ship up to a Distance of 
165 Miles 

The wonders of the new 
telephony were demonstrated the 
other day at the houses of parliament 
in London, when a number of people 
were able to converse with the ob- 
servers of airplanes flying at a height 
of several thousand fect and at dis- 
tances of 10 to 20 miles. There was 
falso a conversation with a wireless 
telephone station some 20 miles away, 
and gramophone tunes were transmit- 
ted and were very plainly audible. 

Sometimes when the conditions 
were particularly favorable the voice 
reproduced at Westminster was over- 
poweringly loud. One of the mes- 
sages sent was an invitation to all 
R.A.F. pilots within a radius of 20 
miles to dine with General Seeley, 
and in the pause that followed the 
two original recipients of the mes- 
sage could be heard passing it on to 
their fellow airmen.) The invitation 
was promptly accepted. 

It was explained that wireless tele- 
phony can now be practised from an 
airsfiip up to a distance of 165 miles 
and from an airpland up to 100 miles. 
Some postal machines from England 
to France are now fitted with the 
system, and it has proved of very 
considerable advantage.

by the Royal Flying Corps. By 1917 
sufficient progress had been made for 
the system to be of practical use. In 
March, 1918, two squadrons on the 
western front were fitted with wire- 
less telephony, and the fact became 
known to the Germans. They heard 
English speech in their wireless re- 
ceivers, and, not knowing to what 
uses the new invention might be put, 
from that timé avoided our squadrons, 

Unfortunately the retreat in March, 


1918, broke up the organization, and! 


i by the time of the armistice practic- 
ally nothing more had been done. 
But so far as is known nothing in 
connection with wireless telephony 
had been developed by the Germans, 
and it if impossible to estimate the 
advantage of our being so well ahead 
of the enemy. 

In the course of the demonstration 
it was shown how an airship or a big 
lairplane can determine its position 


{from signals received from high- 
power wireless stations up to 700 
miles. A new telephone was also ex- 


hibited, in which the transmittor, in- 
stead of being held to the mouth, is 
pressed against the neck of the spea- 
ker and records the vibrations of the 


human tissues instead of those of the 
air, 

The sequel to the above-named in- 
vitations is interesting. Six officers 
dined that night with the air minister, 
General Sceley, at the House of Ccim- 
mons,

At the annual meeting of the Bank of Montreal complete reports were 
submitted by the Superintendents of the Bank, dealing with trade and farming 
conditions in the various provinces of the Dominion, These reports cover

Prairie Provinces 
During part of the past scason ex- 
tensive areas in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta experienced, in common with 


the Northwestern States, severe 
drought and loss of crops, but owing 
to good yields in others areas and to 
high prices, the vale of grains: rais- 
ed exceeded that of the- year 1915, 
when the largest crops in the history 
of the West was produced, 

Failure of pasture and hay in cer- 
tain districts caused anxiety to 
ranchers, and while autumn rains 
brought relief, the scarcity and high 
price of feed for winter use forced 
the sale of some unfinished cattle 
at prices adversely attacked by worse 
conditions in the United States. The 
high value of wool has encouraged 
sheep ranchers to pay prevailing 
prices for winter feed and carry over 
flocks. Heavy and profitable yields 
from irrigated lands are giving a 
new impetus to irrigation which al- 
ready stabilizes the livestock indus- 
try in Southern Alberta. 

Coal, a most important natural as- 
set of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
especially of the former, has not been 
produced in quantity equal to de- 
mand, strikes and labor shortage 
having reduced the output. 

Some progress has been 
carrying out an extensive 
develop new power at the 
River, Manitoba. 

There -are many evidenecs of in- 
crease in the population,, Immigra- 
tion desirable in character, although 
not yet large, shows a_ substantial 
increase over last year (1918), while 
the figures are small compared to 
pre-war years,

Consist of 400,000 Men 


Force, However, Will Be Reduced 
at a Later Date 

The British army estimates, 1919- 
1920, provide for the estimated ex- 
penditure of £405,000,000. These 
figures foreshadow an army strength 
at the end of the fiscal year, March 
31, 1920, of 300,000 British troops and 
100,000 Indian troops. 

These forces, however, will be re™ 
duced later.

Feeding Value of Sugar Beets 

One ton of sugar beets carries 280 
lbs. of digestible nutrients, as com- 
pared with 354 tbs. for corn silage or 
344 Ibs. for wet brewers’ grains, Fig- 
uring corn silage at $10 a ton, 110 Ibs. 
of digestible nutrients would cost 
$2.82. Figuring sugar beets at $8 a 
ton, 100 lbs. of digestible nutrients 
would cost $2,86, as compared with 
$2,69 for 100 Ibs, of digestible nutri- 
ents in west brewers’ grains rated at 
$9 a ton. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that sugar beets are even more 
palatable than silage inasmuch as they 
contain only natural rather than fer- 
mented juices. It would seem, there- 
fore, appropriate to suggest that if 
silage is worth from $8 to $10 a ton 
in the silo, sugar beets ‘should be 
worth from $6 to $8 a ton in the pit,

Since the inception of the province 
of Saskatchewan in 1905, no less than 
-13,200,000 has been expended by the 
provincial government for. education, 
according to a statement just made by 
the Hon, Charles Dunning, provincial 
treasurer. 

During this period, Mr, Dunning 
stated, public accounts showed a to- 
tal expenditure for education of. $8,- 
831,000. A further $4,369,000 represen- 
ted the proceeds of the supplementary 
revenue tax used for the advancement 
of education. 

The progress of the educational 
system in the rural districts in Wes- 
tern Canada is understood when it is 
realized that the majority of the mon- 
ies raised through the various school 
taxes and grants is expanded in: the 
establishment and maintenance of 
schools for the education of farmers’ 
children,

London-Paris Air 
Mails Arranged 


Parcels and Insured Correspondence 
Will Not Be Accepted 

The Postmaster-General has made 
arrangements for the establishment of 
an air mail service between London 
and Paris, The service will extend 
to France generally, Italy, Spain and 
Switzerland. Registered and unreg- 


istered letters, postcards, packets of 


printed papers and commercial papers 
and samples will be accepted. for 
transmission. Parcels and insured 
correspondence will not be accepted. 
A special fee of 2s. 6d. per ounce 
will be charged in addition to the 
ordinary foreign postage and registra- 
tion fee, where payable. 

The correspondence will be con- 
veyed to Paris by aeroplane, arriving 
in normal conditions in time for de- 
livery in Paris in business hours the 
same day. Correspondence addressed 


{to Paris will thus be accelerated by 


about 16 hours. Correspondence for 
places’ beyond Paris will be forward- 
ed by the next available train. Cor- 
respondence for places in France will 
be delivered by express on arrival at 
the office of destination; correspond- 
ence for countries beyond France will 
normally be accelerated by 24 hours.

Would Mean That the Price of Farm} 
Products Would Soar Sky- 
High 

“Can an eight-hour day be made 
universal?” was a question propound- 
ed at the 45th annual meeting of the 
Dominion Grange, Toronto, by J. C. 
Dixon of Warfield, master of the 
Grange. Mr, Dixon answered his 
question in the affirmative with refer- 
ence to the farm, but said it would 
mean people would have to pay 30 
cents a quart for milk, $2 a peck for 
potatoes, $5 a bushel for wheat, and 
$1 a pound for butter, 

“Yes, an cight-hour day on the 
farm can be made perfectly practic- 
able,” he said, “and entirely work- 
able the moment every other econ- 
onzie structure of this country is ad- 
justed to the point that farm produce, 
like other products, shall be paid for 
on the basis of cost of producing, 
plus a profit. When that time comes, 
it does not matter what the cost of 
production may be, even how many 
hours constitute a day’s labor on the 
farm, Even two shifts of farm labor 
may be employed, provided the farm- 
er may charge that labor into the 
cost of production in what he sells,”

Decrease in Acreage 
Of Winter Wheat 


First Estimates of U.S. Department 
of Agriculture Are Made 

A decided decrease in the acreage 
planted for winter wheat this fall is 
shown in first estimates by the U.S. 
department of agriculture. The total 
of 38,770,000 acres is 11,719,000 less 
than the record acreage in 1918, It 
is, however, the fourth largest crop 
ever planted, 

Conditions of the crop on Decem- 
ber 1 were 85.2 per cent. of normal, 
or four points lower than the ten- 
year average, and 13 points below 
that of last year. 

Acreage planted to rye also show- 
ed a marked decrease, the area being 
5,530,000 acres, or 1,702,000 acres less 
than that of a year ago,
